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1 . In the remarks, applicant argued in substance that 

(A) Prior art does not teach determining a period for sending management 
information request based on an operating status of the system. 

As to point (A), Gu teaches polling unit 16 of Network Management System 10 
(NMS) polls network element 20 at an initial polling interval in accordance with the 
configuration data. The polling interval refers to a time lapse between an earlier poll of 
a particular network element 20 and the next later poll of the particular network element 
20. The polling unit 16 can adjust or scale the polling interval for each network element 
20 between a maximum polling interval and a minimum polling interval defined in the 
configuration data. The polling unit 16 can adjust the initial polling interval to a 
subsequent polling interval based on status message or traffic from the network element 
20 (operating status of the system). 

2. Applicant's arguments filed on 07/22/05 have been fully considered but they are 
not deemed to be persuasive. The rejections of claims 1-3,5,7-10,12,14-18,20 and 22- 
24 are respectfully maintained and incorporated by reference as set forth in the Final 
Office Action. In addition, office personnel are to give claims their broadest reasonable 
interpretation in light of the supporting disclosure. In re Morris, 127 F.3d 1048, 1054-55, 
44 USPQ2d 1023, 1027-28 (Fed. Cir. 1997). Limitations appearing in the specification 
but not recited in the claim are not read into the claim. In re Prater, 415 F.2d 1393, 
1404-05, 162 USPQ 541, 550-551 (CCPA 1969). See also In re Zletz, 893 F.2d 319, 
321-22, 13 USPQ2d 1320, 1322 (Fed. Cir. 1989) ("During patent examination the 
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pending claims must be interpreted as broadly as their terms reasonably allow.... The 
reason is simply that during patent prosecution when claims can be amended, 
ambiguities should be recognized, scope and breadth of language explored, 
and clarification imposed.... An essential purpose of patent examination is to fashion 
claims that are precise, clear, correct, and unambiguous. Only in this way can 
uncertainties of claim scope be removed, as much as possible, during the administrative 
process."). Therefore, limitations that are argued by applicant but are not in claimed 
language are not being considered by Examiner.
